NEW CHILD PLAGUE CASES

— DON'T ALARMDR. KRUSEN

Health Chief Says Every Precau-
tion Is Being Taken to
Check Disease

Followilng the discovery of four new cases
of Infantile paralysin In this ecity yesterday
Director Krusen, of the Departthent of
Publle Health and Charitles, glves assur-
Ance that every possible precaution I8 be-
Ing taken to prevent the disease from galn-
ing & foothold here. He sald the canes
weéra In varlous sectlong of the city and
thia was encouraging,

The four new cases was the greatest
number reported in Philadelphin in any one
day since the epldemic began In New York,
and this outbreak occurred after a lull of
severnl daywe, during which no new canes
ware reported to health oflicinls. The four
children attacked yesterday were tiken to
the Philadelpliia Hospital for Contaglous
Disvuses.

Two of the cases wers found In one
family, an experlence unlque fn the history
of tho Health Department. They Included
the eldest and the youngest of n family of
four chlldren, two Intarmediate members
having remalned unaffected.

The cases dlagnosed were thome of Rich-
ard and Allee Tyler, 7 yoears and 30 months
old, respectively, who live at 2813 North
Falrholl street) Russgell Kemp, Jr., 25
months old, of 2085 East Adams street, and
Rose Vernocchio, 18 months old, of 708
Clymer ntroot.

None of the cases Is of ths more virulent
type,

Aecording to the health officers, the
Tylers’ home in of tha cleanlier and better-

kept sort. The father, Richard Tyler, Is a
textile worker, and hils wife, Mrs, Mary
Tyler, has been a tralned nureo. Mrs.

Tyler was the first to detect the symptoma.

Two of the Tyler children remain with
thelr parents and will ba kept in quaranting
for the usunl 14 days. Willlam, 6 years ald,
and Howard, G, have been so far free from
symptoms of the diseass. They will be
inspected dally. 1In the Tylers' cnuse, the
health officers say, ths quaranting has only
bean imposed ns & matter of law, the housa
hold belng of the type which would volun-
tarily keep the children indoors for the
presoribed period.
